| possible to entertain any longer the least 


doubt as to the fate of the Europeans in 
Pekin. It was today learned that Lady 
Hart, wite of Sir Robert Hart, director of 
Chinese imperial maritime customs, on July 
5 received the following stand from her 


husban: 


„Our people, including the women, are in 
the legations. Prepare to hear the worst.” 
_ The Buropean governments have recetved 
from théir representatives at Shanghai a 

dispatch from the Governor of Shan-Tung, 
dated July 7, reporting that the European 
troops made a sortie from Pekin and killed 
200 of General Tung Fuh Siang’s forces, and 
that the Boxers were mounting guns to 
make a breach in the defenses. 
Under date of July 12 the Governor of 
‘Shan-Tung wires as follows: 
“Native soldiers and Boxers have been 
attacking the legations for some hours, but 
have not yet effected an entrance. They 
are now all bombarding with large cannon to 
make a breach for a heavy onslaught. I 
fear that all the Ministers, and the govern- 
| ment as well, are in great danger. The gov- 
ernment is intensely anxious.” 


| Europeans’ Last Stand. 

| Finally came the news from Shanghal 
that a breach had been made and the for- 
einer killed. All the dates probably refer 
to a much earlier period, but the presump- 
tion is that the successive dispatches give 
on outline of what has happened. The Euro- 
peans, having reached the end of their re- 
sources, made a desperate sortie and then 
bravely met their fate. The details of the 
horrible story will probably never be known. 


Fighting at Tien Tsin. 

Admiral Seymour’s dispatches give the 
latest news regarding the situation at Tien 
Tsin. The telegrams show that the opera- 
tions on July 11 were a brilliant success. 
The Japanese cavalry anda mobile mounted 
battery did splendid work. It was unfortu- 
nate that the allies did not have more cav- 
alry to pursue the flying enemy, Four hun- 
dred Chinese were killed and six guns cap- 
tured. At noon the settlements were agein 
viciously| shelled from the native city, and 
the hospitals and other buildings were re- 
peatedly | hit. The moral effect of the suc- 
cesses of the allied forces upen the Chinese 
is believed to be great. 

General, Gazelee and staff with a force of 
Punjab infantry, arrived yesterday at Hong- 
kong and proceqded for Taku. 


No Parallel in History. 

The French Consul at Shanghai, at a re- 
ception | ‘Saturday, made an 1 
speech. He said: 

The history of the world can show no 
parallel to such a situation, and if the 
abominable crime, the mere thought of 
which makes us shudder, has been perpe- 
trated, then it is our desire that swift and 
summary punishment bhall fall upon the 
perfidious nation which committed it. Our 
government is fully aware of the danger 
in which we are placed, and I can assure you 
that we are doing all in our power to avenge 
the. noble victims of Chinese barbarity.“ 


| Urgent Appeal to America. 

Following is the text of an appeal pf Amer- 
loans in China, assembled in mass-meeting 
in Shanghal, to their fellow-citizens at home: 

“Urge the government to send adequate 
forces to act effectively in concert with the 
other powers. At present the American 
forces are quite disproportionate to the inter- 
ests involved. Our commercial interests in 
the northern provinces are paramount, and 


we consider it humiliating policy to intrust 


to other powers the chief task, that of pro- 
tecting Americans. 

“ Anti-foreign outrages are 
daily. Officials and misstonarſes are mas- 
sacred. The fate of the ministers and their 
families in Pekin is ndt known, but a general 
massacre is apprehended. Wholesale mas- 
_gacres of native Christians continue. The 
whole country is terrorized, Trade is para- 
lyzed. 

“The speedy restoration of order and ret- 
ribution are duties pressing upon all civil- 
ized powers, The consequences of delay will 
be disastrous. Not only are foreign lives 
and property placed in jeopardy, but the 
loss of influence will be incalculable.

The Dally Telegraph, the Times, and other 
papers applaud Lord Salisbury’s policy of 


employing Japan as the only policy that 


might have saved the foreigners. 

The Daily Telegraph declares that a ter- 
rible responsibility rests upon those whe de- 
layed Japanese action. 

The Times publishes a letter from its Pekin 
correspondent, dated June 10, which contains 
an assertion, made on seemingly good au- 
thority, that the Empress Dowager had de- 
cided that every foreigner was to be masse- 
cred that night. It also publishes the last 
message from its correspondent, dated June 
14. when the Boxers had made two attempts 
to rush the foreign quarter. 

Sir Halliday Macartney, Secretary to the 
Chinese Legation in London, who was inter- 
viewed yesterday, said the legation had no 
advices and no official news of any kind, but 
that he still fervently hoped the terrible re- 
ports were without foundation. He ex- 
pressed: the opinion that some definite in- 


formation‘ ought to be obtained almost n- 


mediately. 
Li Orders Out Black Flag. 

Canton dispatches say that Li Hung Chang 
had planned to start for the north on July 
18, but he is much debilitated by catarrh of 
the stomach. He ordered the leader of the 
“Black Flag” to march with 60,000 men 
overland to Pekin against the Boxers. 

Among the numerous Shanghai rumors are 
reports that the Governors of Shan-Si and 
Hunan have joined the anti-foreign move- 
ment and that fifteen members of the Cana- 
dian Presbyterian mission and five en- 
gineers have been robbed near Nan Yang, 
in Hupen. 

It is also reported from Shanghai that the 
allied fleets are concentrating off Shanhal- 
Kwan and have been ordered to shell and 
capture the forts. 

A Tokio telegram announces that 19,000 
Japanese troops are now -embarking at 
Hiroshima. 


MEN AND GUNS GO TO CHINA. 


Two Battalions of Fourteenth Infantry 
_ and Daggett’s Battery Leave Manila 
Today to Join the Ninth, 


MANIIA, July 14.—Two battalions of the 
Fourteenth Infantry and Daggett's Battery 
of the Fifth Artillery will leave for China 
tomorrow by the transports Indiana, Flint- 
shire, and Wyefleld. The expedition, which 
will join the Ninth Infantry, will carry 500 
rounds of ammunition to a man and a re- 
serve of a million rounds, together with 
medical subsistence, stores, and clothing for 
5,000 men for three months. It will take 
also two seven-inch mortars and two six- 
inch howitzers, with ammunition. The hos- 
pital ship Relief is going to China. 


JAPAN GETS PEKIN DISPATCH. 


Foreign Office Is Informed the Killing 


of Foreigners Was Dug to the 
Taku Affair. | 


YOKOHAMA, July 18.— 18.—The Chinese Minis- 
ter in Tokio has visited the Japanese Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs and communicated to 
him what is described as the first Pekin 
‘dispatch since the troubles broke out.“ The 
dispatch says that the murder of the German 
Minister and other foreigners was due to 
the Taku affair and to the sending of Ad- 
miral Seymour's expedition, and that the

Four 12- 
pounders and four 4-inch guns have been 
placed in position, and an attempt will be 
made to locate and silence the Chinese guns.

Refugees Arriving at Taku. 

Several hundred refugees, most of them 
women and children, have left Tien Tsin in 
accordance with Admiral Seymour's order 
to all non-combatants to depart. Many 
women have remained behind, however, re- 
fusing to leave their husbands, whose busi- 
ness detains them. The refugees were sent 
down the river on lighters and tugs, and 
were then transferred to merchant ships in 
the harbor. 

The American, Japanese, and German war- 
ships received their people, the officers of 
the United States gunboat Yorktown gener- 
ously entertaining 200, most of them oe 
sionaries and their families. 

The British refugees were crowded one 
dirty freighter, and women accustomed to 
luxury have been sleeping huddled together 
on the decks. They oomplain bitterly be- 
cause the half-empty British fleet declined 
to receive them, and they have Gratted a 
strong protest to Admiral Seymour, 

The United States transport Logan has ar- 
rived with the Ninth Infantry from Manila. 
The work of disembarkation will occupy 
some days, as boats are scarce. 


The Logan will take the American refu-

C. W. ESKRIDGE KILLS HIMSELF. 


Former Lieutenant Governor of Kansas 
| ‘Commits Suicide to End Pain 
ot Illness. 


Emporis, Kas., July 15.—[Special. ]—For- 
mer Lieutenant ene Charles W. Esk- 
ridge, editor and proprietor of the Emporia 
Daily and Weekly Republican, killed him- 
‘self this morning by shooting himself twice 
in the region of the heart. For several 
months he had been a sufferer from a mal- 
ady which promised to result in his death. 

At an early hour this morning, while his 
son, Edward, was watching by his father’s 
bedside, there was a pistol. report, and the 
bedchamber was filled with smoke. The 
son, thinking the shot had been fired through 
the window, sprang through the window, 
carrying the screen with him, in pursrit of 
the supposed assassin. Passing around the 
house without seeing any one, he returned 
and found that his father * shot im the 
left breast. 

The son left the house te to telephone for 
surgeons and on returning heard another 
shot as he neared the Eskridge residence. 

So soon as the son had left in search of aid 
the father had requested of his wife and 
daughters that the lights be taken out of the 
room and the people keep quiet. Thinking 
that he feared another shot from the win- 
dow, the light was remdved, and all ex- 
cept the wounded man’s sister-in-law left 
the room. There was ‘another shot, and 
when the family rushed to the room they 
found that under the bedclothes, still 
grasped in the right hand of the former 
Lieutenant Governor, was a revolver, two 
chambers of which were empty. 

The dying man admitted that the wounds 
were caused by his own hand, and stated 
as a reason that it was impossible for him 
to longer stand the constant pain of his ill- 
ness.

Five in Center ot the Town 

Are swept by the Flames and Only 

Halt a Dozen of the Business Places 

Are Left Standing—Buildings Blown

the Census Records.

Prescott, 1 July 15.—Fire early this 
morning déstroyed practically all of this 
city, entailing a loss which is estimated to 
be from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000. 

The burned district embraces five blocks, 
in which are located the principal mencantile 
houses, | both banks, both telegraph offices, 
the thtee newspapers, four hotels, every 
saloon, and every restaurant except one in 
town, besides scores pf private residences. 

To add tothe terror of the situation, a high 
wind prevailed all day, sending smoke, dust, 
and burning embers in every direction, and 
requiring the greatest vigilance to prevent 
another outbreak of the flames. 

The fire fighters, seeing other methods 
were useless, blew up the buildings on the 
south side of Goodwin street, thus prevent- 
ing the fire’ from crossing that street. 


Temporary Buildings Provided. 
At daylight this morning teams were at 
work hauling lumber to the public plaza and 
covered it th tents and temporary frame

Dr. Geo 5 P. Dreyer, associate professor.

HOT WAVE FINDS 
PUBLICBATHSHUT 


Doors of the Madden Closed 
While Repairs Are Made 
to Heating Plant. 


MANY ARE TURNED AWAY. 
Hundreds of Poor People Are De- 
nied the Privilege of Using 
Cool Water. 


SAME THING DONE BEFORE. 


The Martin B. Madden publie bath at 3825 
Wentworth avenue is closed these sizzling 
days so that repairs can be made to the heat- 
ing plant. The wise city employés have 
turned off the water and locked the bath- 
house doors, placing this sign * a conspicu- 


ous place: 


Poor people in the district, whose houses 


‘are not provided with bathrooms and to 
whom the expenditure of even so small an 
amount as car fare to the lake shore means 
the curtailment of something abso- 
lutely essential, are denied the bless- 
ings of refreshing baths while re- 
pairs are made in the. municipal ad- 
ministration's leisurely manner to the boller. 
In all, the bathhouse will have been closed 


"eight days. The condition is the result of 


the conclusion of the bathkeeper, Thomas 
K. Forman, that poor people do not like 
cold water. 


Finds Leak in Boiler. 
The bathkeeper says he discovered last 
week that the coils in the boiler were leak- 
ing and that steamfittters were called to 
make repairs after it was learned that the 
coils might leak all the rest of the summer if 
they were not fixed or replaced by new ones. 
People in the neighborhood think this dis- 
covery was made at as inopportune a time 


as was the one that the bathhouse needed 


cleaning, which resulted in the institution 
being closed week before last. 

The district in which the Martin B. Mad- 
den bath was expected to prove a blessing is 
a hot one. It is some distance from the lake 
and contains many unpaved streets covered 
with gust. A wind aggravates rather than 
improves conditions. Within easy access of 
the bath are thousands of poor people, and 
that they appreciate it is shown in the fact 
that in the hot season an average of 18,000 
‘baths are given in a month—notwithstanding 
the frequent closing of the institution. Thou- 
sands of people have gone to the bathhouse 
recently, only to be turned away. They have 
carried with them clean clothes to put on 
after taking a bath, and have left reluctant- 
ly. Some of them, unable to read, ‘and not 
of enough importance in the opinion of city 
employés to be told of conditions, have spent 
hours around the bathhouse waiting for it to 
be opened, 


Closed to Be Cleaned. 

It is a shame that the baths should be 
closed these hot days,” said Mrs. James 
Hogan, who keeps a confectionery store at 
3803 Wentworth avenue. Few of the peo- 
ple living , about here have baths in their 
houses, and the public bath is their only 
resource for cleanliness in hot weather, It 
is too far to go to the lake; it takes so much 
time and car fare, too. Last week the bath- 
house was closed for cleaning. It seems as 
if this might have been done in early spring, 
before there was so much demand for baths. 
Women do their housecleaning in May, and 
I don't see why the city couldn't do the same 
thing. 

“After the cleaning was done the bath- 
house reopened, but in a few days it was 
closed for repairs, and I don’t know when 
it will be opened again. It is too bad. The 
taxpayers support the baths and they ought 
to have the use of them every day. 


Hundreds Are Turned Away. 

„ Hundreds of people came to the baths 
yesterday and went away disappointed,”’ 
said James F. Duncan, 8821 Wentworth ave- 
nue, next door tothe bathhouse. “ They be- 
gan coming with their bundles early in the 
morning, and there was a steady stream all 
day. As many of the men could not read, 
they had a hard time to understand. why 
they couldn’t get in. Some waited around 
for hours, and a lot of little boys hung 


| around the door all day, hoping for a chance 


to get inside. The baths are a great benefit 
to the working people in hot weather, and it 
is a pity they have to be closed now. There 
is no use to complain, though, as the city 
employés usually do just what they please 
regardless of complaints.“ 


Bathkeeper Explains Closing. 


Thomas K. Forman, who has charge of the 
bathhouse and lives in the basement, said 
the closing was made necessary by a leak in 
the boiler. He said the house would be in 
running order again not later than on 
Wednesday. 

“TI discovered last week that the coils in 
the boiler were leaking,“ said he, and it 
was becoming impossible to heat the water, 
to say nothing of the risk of an explosion. 
An investigation showed that all the pipes 
were worn out, and it was thought best to 
take them out and replace them now to avoid 
frequent breakdowns all through the sim- 
mer. Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds, the Com- 
missioner of Health, advised that this be 
done. That was on Tuesday, and the steam 
fitters ‘have been at work every day since 
‘then. 

* The baths: are popular in 
‘neighborhood, but somehow the people don’t 
take kindly to the cold baths. For this rea- 
son I closed doors entirely while the boiler 


is being repaired.”’ 


MURDERER WOULD SAVE SOULS. 


James L. Baker, Under Sentence of 
Death for Killing Wife, Wants Par- 
don to Become an Evangelist. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 15.—[Special.]—Jarmes 
L. Baker, who last May murdered his wife, 
and who is under sentence of death, is mak- 
ing every effort to escape the gallows. His 
latest plan is to attempt to move the religious 
people of the city to work for his pardon, in 
order that he may become an evangelist. 
He addressed a letter to a local minister, de- 
claring that he killed his wife when shooting 
at a man of whom he was jealous, and that 
while he is ready to die he is anxious to live 
in order that he may “ save the souls of oth- 
ers.“ His attorneys have exhausted every 
means in which there was hope, but it is 
possible that on his latest plea a petition will 
be presented the Governor to commute his 
sentence to life imprisonment. He shot his 
wife while she was at supper at the home of 
friends, with whom she had taken refuge 
from his cruelty.

SCORE OF SALVATION MEMBERS 
To START FOR LA JUNTA, COLO.. 


Commander Booth-Tucker Sends John 


Nichols’ Family with the Other 


To Visit the Colonists This Wee 
Arrives in Chicage on Tour of In- 
spection——Intends to Build an Or- 
phanage and Large Sanitarium 4 
Consump tives. 


A score of Chicago Salvation Army mem 
bers will start tomorrow for the colony near 
La Junta, Colo. Some of them are laboring 
men who are out of work. With them will 
be a family consisting of John Nichols, wife, 
and four children. 
Tucker will leave Chicago on Wednesday 
evening to visit the La Junta colony. He 


arrived here from the East on Saturday 


night on his annual tour of inspection, and 
was the central figure*of three services held 
at the Princess Rink yesterday. 


“Our colonies,” said Commander Booth- 


Tucker, are young, but already self-sup- 
porting. The object of those colonies is to 
give to the unemployed poor an opportunity 
to find employment and to become useful 
and independent members of society. We 
have, so far, three colonies. The most im- 

rtant one, which includes about 2,000 

eres, is in the vicinity of La Junta, Colo. 
The other two are located in California and 
Ohio. 

In our Colorado colony we have now 150 
men, women, and children. Most of the 
colonists are married. We gave each about 
twenty acres of land, a cottage, a few cows 
and implements, and helped them to settle 
down with their families. 

We choose our own colonists, and in 
doing so carefully consider all conditions 
that may affect the welfare of our colonies. 
This week I shall send one family from Chi- 
cago, consisting of John Nichols, wife, and 
four children, to our Colorado colony. 

We are just about to found the Salvation 
Army Colonization company, which will be 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey, 
and hope that we shall soon be in a position 
to extend our colonization plan. We intend 
to build an orphanage for about fifty children 
and a large sanitarium for consumptive poor 


in connection with our Colorado colony.” 


Commander Booth-Tucker spent yester- 
day with the Salvation Army post at the 
Princess Rink on West Madison street, and 
special services were held morning, after- 
noon, and evening. At the afternoon service 
thirty-five cadets were consecrated.

Pools Are Arrested.

3 | investigation was made re- 
centiy in Boston to find out whether fires 
could be caused in this way. The result of 
the investigation was given by President 
AtKinson of the Boston ‘Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance company. He said 
that rats do ignite matches, while mice have 
not yet been known to do so. The investiga- 
tion covered a period of three months. The 
tests were carried on in a cage made of iron 
pipe covered with galvanized iron netting, in 
which a tin box partly filled with cotton 
7 waste was placed. Rats and mice singly or

CURRENT IN THE SOUTH BRANCH. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgérald, the engineer 
for the special commission appointed by 
the Governor to examine the drainage 
canal and report whether it has been con- 
structed in accordance with law, is a man 
prominent in his profession. The accuracy 
of reports made by him will not be dis- 


commission that with a flow of 360,000 
cubic feet per minute the average velocity 
of the current in the main river and South 
Branch will be 1.33 miles per hour. Of 
course the velocity will be above that aver- 
age at certain points. For instance, be- 
tween Eighteenth and Halsted streets it 
will be 1.63 miles an hour. When, however, 
those improvements in the stream between 
Twelfth street and Ashland avenue which 
the Secretary of War has authorized the 
drainage trustees to make have been com- 
pleted there will not be so’ strong a cur- 
rent in the South Branch. | 
The velocity of the stream after the 
work authorized by the Secretary of War 
has been done will not be such as to inter- 
fere seriously with navigation. There will 
be points where tugmen will have to exer- 
eise greater care than in the past, but they 
will learn. As Major Willard .has said, 
they will soon get accustomed to the new 
conditions. Therefore, it is not necessary 
that the Sanitary District Trustees should 
enter on any wholesale scheme of remodel- 
ing the entire South Branch, with an inev- 
itable expenditure of many millions of 
dollars. 
The improvement most needed for the 
benefit of navigation is the lowering of the 
tunnels. The city has begun suit against 
the Union Traction company to compel’ 
it to lower them. The trustees can afford 
to wait quietly till that suit is decided, 
They will have abundant occupation in 
the meanwhile. They must devise some 
method of regulating at this end the dis- 
charge, through the drainage channel. 
They have still, as Mr: Fitzgerald points 
out, to make more adequate provision 
against great floods in the Desplaines. 
They have not yet made an arrangement 
for the utilization of the water power they 
have created.

ARCHITECTS AS CONTRACTORS, 
The request of the School board to the 
Building Contractors’ council and the Build- 
ing Trades council that the construction of 


the operation of the pending deadlock in 
the building trades has been made the 
subject of a reply by the latter body, which, 
while probably not practicable, suggests a 
modification in the administration of the 
building industry the advantages of which 
would be of great moment from the stand- 
point of higher art. The precise proposal 
in the reply is that the buildings be erected 
under the School board architect, without 
the intervention of contractors. 

In a somewhat striking book of half a 
dozen years ago on Workshop Recon- 
struction and Citizenship” Mr. C. R. Ash- 
bee of London arraigns as being wasteful 
of labor and destructive of architecture the 
current system, under which “ builders” 
are merely “ contractors.” or “ subcontract- 
ors”—men of “business” capacity but 
with not the remotest claim to being artists 
and have to be watched by the architects. 
“The professional contracting system,” 
says Mr, Ashbee, “of which the builder is 
the center and mainstay, amounts, there- 
fore, to this: An architect, with little knowl- 
edge of the practical details of building, 
looking after a tradesman whose interest is 
a purely commercial one, and who in his 
turn looks after a variety of partially 
trained workmen, who, owing to the nature 
of the position in which they are placed, 
have no interest in the work at all. Asa 
system it does not seek to produce good 
work, but, bya variety of ingenious checks 
and counter checks, to prevent bad.” | 

Not only is management under this ar- 
rangement lodged in hands destitute of any 
esthetic feeling or capacity, but the fact that 
the workmen engaged are continually 
changing passing from one contractor to 
another, while contractors are executing 
now for one and now for another architect 
—entirely . precludes progressive under- 
standing and facility between architect and 
workmen. The former, if he has individual- 
ity and insists upon expressing it, is com- 
pelled to train 2 new staff for every job, and 
then to be content with but an indifferent

HOW SHALL CHINA BE PUNISHED! 

An English religious paper—the leading 
organ of the Established Church—admits 
that it is “a natural impulse to demand 
vengeance for the crime at Pekin,” but 
“there is nothing to be gained by giving 
tree scope to the rage that is within us.” 
That paper calls on England and America 
to resolve that “everything shall be done 
for justice, but nothing for revenge. It 
may be necessary to punish China, but it 
is not necessary to butcher her.“ ; 

This question, how China shall be pun- 
ished for offenses committed, especially if 
the murder of all the Caucasians who 
were at Pekin proves to be among these 
offenses, is one which will perplex, if it is 
not already perplexing, interested govern- 
ments. The time has been when one im- 
portant feature of the punishment inflicted 
would havé been the indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter of a large number of people and the de- 
struction of their cities. But even those 
who have the greatest dislike for the Chi- 
nese would not take pleasure in the visit- 
ing of the sins of the guilty upon the inno- 
cent by killing thousands of Chinamen who 
took no part in the outrages which have 
been committed and who might be ignor- 
ant they had been committed. 

A demand for the payment by China of 
a heavy money indemnity will be unobjec- 
tionable. That is a modern method of 
dealing with the conquered. But China is 
not, like France, a rich country, and its 
revenues are already mortg ged. Those 
revenues cannot be increased until the dor- 
mant resources of the country are devel- 
oped. But that can be done only by the 
building of railroads and working of mines, 
under the management of white men who 
should have also the management of the 
government revenues, if they are to be 
administered honestly. To develop the 
natural. resources of the country, however, 
under a Chinese government, with the Chi- 
nese hating foreigners as they do, will not 
be an easy matter. 

The poliey of punishing China by handing 
over portions of its territory to foreign 


the United States, and is not favored by 
Great Britain, Nor is it likely that there 
is so much eagcruess on the part of any 
power to acquire Chinese territory as there 
was a year ago. Certainly there is not on 
the part of Germany. It has been made 
plain by the events of last few weeks 
that a Chinese population is not a desirable 
one to govern.’ Hven the Russians, who 
have shown such ability in ruling Asiatic 
races, seem to be having trouble in Chinese 
Mongolia. 

Secretary Hay’s note, defining the atti- 
tude of the United States, says: “ If wrong 
be done to our citizens "—it has been done, 
though to what extent is not yet known— 
e propose to hold the responsible au- 
thors it is not yet certain who they are— 
“to the uttermost accountability.” What 
form shall that accountability take? 


THE TRANSFER LESSON. 

The plaintive appeal of a correspondent, 
in Saturday's Tripune to the city authori- 
ties to- compel the street car companies to 
issue transfers in a reasonable manner per- 
fectly illustrates the difficulties which fol- 
low the surrendering on the part of a city, 
for long periods, of power to pass upon such 
subjects. There are a few fragmentary 
provisions in the street car ordinances of 
this city concerning transfers, but one needs 
not to be reminded of their utter inadequacy 
for affording any effectual control at the 
present moment over the transfer question 
as a whole. 

The lack of transfers is not only a con- 
spicuous feature of the down-town district, 
where two fares are requisite for even the 
shortest journeys to and through that re- 
gion, but it is just as conspicuous at remote 


central lines of the city, and it is even more 
conspicuous in some of the intermediate 
territory. For example, on the North and 
South Halsted street trolley line, although 
it cuts or touches as many as a score of 
lines, all belonging to the same company, 
transfers are refused to West Side lines, and 
are given only to a few North Side Hines. 

That this situation is unsatisfactory is 
not a matter of dispute, but the fact that 
the company exercises these powers under 
time grants having considerable periods yet 
to run leaves the public helpless during 
those periods. And, furthermore, ifthe city 
were to revise these grants at the present 


moment, but were again to make them for |. 


similar periods, an equally serious handicap 
would be just as likely to be experienced 
after the lapse of a certain time. The fact 
is, that in the modern city, and especially 
the modern city of the West, circumstances 
are 86 rapidly changing that it is imprac- 
ticable to prescribe a number of years in ad- 
vance the vital terms of a franchise affect- 
ing such a mobile function as that of rapid 
transit. 

It is impossible to weigh these facts and 
to gauge the significance of the present 
street railway situation in this city as re- 
gards profits on the one hand and accom- 
modation on the other, without realizing the 
need of thoroughly:reviewing the city’s pol- 
icy respecting the time feature in such pub- 
lic grants. It is on account of these consid- 
erations that the St. Paul ordinance—the 
multiplied defects of which Tun Trisunm 
has heretofore pointed out, and which is ex- 
pected to come up in the Council this even- 
ing—even if it could be licked into proper 
shape at this meeting in other respects, con- 
tradicts in its conventional twenty years 
provision the prudence which ought to be 
exercised at the present juncture even 
an apparently isolated

I may 
mention that in olden times any man who 
became the father of seven children of the 
male sex was granted ipso facto the rank 
of hidalgo or noble, by way of recognizing 
his patriotism in the matter and of encour- 
aging the increase of the population. . 

Children of Dukes, Marquises, and other 
titled personages in Spain do not make use 
of any of the titles of their father or mother 
during the lifetime of either of the latter, but 
content themselves with the mere prefix of 
“Don” to their Christian name, the son of 
the Duke of Alba, for instance, being known 
as Don Fernando Stuart y Osorio, Stuart 
‘being the patronymic of his father and 
Osorio that of his mother. 

This custom of using the family name of 
the mother in conjunction with that of the 
father is required by Spanish law, and so 
thoroughly is the law in this respect in 
keeping with the custom of the people that 
men who make use of a single patronymic, 
instead of a double one, expose themselves 
to the supposition of being illegitimate, and 
without any known father. The double-bar- 
reled patronymic is required in all offict 
and legal documents, and where for the 
reasons just indicated it does not exist, and 
there is but one name, the significant word 
“ exposito is employed in lieu of the other, 
“ exposito “ constituting the official designa- 
tion of foundlings, owing to the latter hav- 
ing been exposed to the charity of the public. 


Although the Prince of Wales has won 
the — Derby this year, yet he has been 
badly beaten at the Pigeon Derby—the Na- 
tional Flying club’s annual Grand National 
race—in which only the finest homing pigeons 
bred in Great Britain compete.

DOCTORS FORCED ON ZOOKITES. 


Diphtheria Still Prevails in the Faith 
Cure Colony, Three Deaths Hav- 
ing Resulted. 


Morrison, II., July 15.—[Special.]—The 
siege of diphtheria at Mount Carmel Home 
and Orphanage, ten miles northeast of this 
city, still continues, although a strict quar- 
antine has been established and a physician 
has been in regular attendance the last few 
days.

The total number affected was seventeen, 
among them several grown persons, some 
of whom are in a precarious condition. For

own vital forces, with its rhythm, with its 
submarine splendors, and with the infinite 
which is init.” 

But truly the road to literary fame in 
Paris seems to be a rough one. “ Why do 
you ask me to publish a novel by you, when 
I can get them gratis, and can even be paid 
for the publishing of them?’ questioned a 


certain Parisian publisher of a novelist.

SCORES CHICAGO, 


Talks of City’s 
Vanity and Corruption 
in a Sermon. 


HINTS AT MARRIAGE TIE. 


Would Have Wives Obedient to 
Husbands; Less Attentive 
to New Woman. 


TOPIC IS WEDDING AT CANA, 


Chicago was pictured as a city in which are 
to be found “* boastfulness, vanity, and cor- 
ruption’’ in a sermon preached yesterday 
at the Church of the Transfiguration by the 
Rt.-Rev. W. E. McLaren, D. D., Bishop of 
Chicago. He also spoke of wives being led to 
disobey their husbands, through listening 
to “some new woman,” and of men who, 
through selfishness and desire for temporal 
gain, disregard moral and social laws. 

Speaking of the second chapter of St. John 
and its account of the wedding feast at Cana, 
on which his sermon was based, Bishop Mc- 
Laren said: 

“Two important lessons may be drawn 
from the fifth verse of that chapter. The 
first is that Christ is the supreme master. 
It is owing to the fact that Christ's authority 
is so frequently disregarded that things are 
so bad and unsatisfactory in this world. The 
Apostle Paul foresaw the conditions existing 
at the present time, when he spoke of the 
spirit of vanity and boastfulness impeding 
the progress of the work of Christ's disciples. 
Where is there more boastfulness in the 
world than in Chicago; more vanity and cor- 
ruption? All that is due to the of 
Christ's supreme authority. ; 

Points Lesson of Obedience. . 


The second lesson is that obedience is 
one of the principal and most important 
juties of a Christian. That lesson also gen- 
erally is disregarded. 

„ Children do not obey their parents, be- 
cause they see that the latter do not fulfill 
their duties conscientiously. 

„Wives disobey their husbands, in spite of 
their marital vows, because they would 
rather listen to some ‘new woman’ than to 
the teachings of Christ. 

“Men do not obey the moral and social 
laws, because they are selfish and estimate 
temporal advantages higher than future and 
eternal happiness. 

No exotic scheme of socialism ever will 
benefit humanity or bring us nearer to a 
state of content and peaceful happiness. 
What we need is more obedience to the laws, 
religious as well as human; more ‘cheerful 
submission to the commands of our master, 


Jesus Christ.” 


Throughout his sermon the Bishop referred 
particularly to the fifth verse: His mother 
saith unto the servants, * Whatsoever he 
saith unto you, do it.“. 

Many lessons may be drawn from that 

chapter of St. John,“ said Bishop McLaren. 
“It is always good if a marriage is blessed 
with the presence of Christ. The place for 
Christian people to be married is the Chris- 
lan church. They should not forget that by 


the marriage ceremony they are celebrating 


a Christian sacrament, signifying the mys- 
cal union between Christ and his church. 
if the people should bear in mind the signifi- 
cance of the marriage ceremony they would 
not rush hastily to some civil official or 
hereti@ clergyman to be married, and there 
would be less marital misery and fewer n- 


vorces. 
Talks of Use of Wine. 


The fact that wine was used at the wed- 
ding at Cana must not be accepted as an 
argument against temperance. The use of 
wine in one climate does not justify its use in 
another; the use of wine does not justify the 
use of other vile spirits; a little wine does 
not justify an excessive use of wine; and 
good wine does not justify the manufacture 
and sale of noxious imitations, concocted 
from injurious drugs and chemicals.

The Rev. A. Lazenby Says Truth and 
Freedom ‘of Humanity or Individ- 
uals Are Dearly Bought.

„Whether you find heaven in this world or 
in the next, you must learn the secret of ap-

world’s glory. Truth must be bought. It 
cannot be got by snatching. In all God's 
universe there is nothing more laughable 
than the man who thinks he can get truth 
by snatching, or the man who imagines that 
because he can repeat his creed like a par- 
rot he has mastered the truth. 

Before we can comprehend truth we 
must estimate what humanity has paid for 
truth. The same is true with respect to the 
world's liberty--whether politically or re- 
ligiously. 

We who have been born in freedom 
hardly realize what this liberty of ours has 
cost. We take it as a matter of course. We 
hardly value as we should the simple right 
to express our opinions on matters of city 
or State, or on great questions of policy. 
We surrender this right to demagogues, or 

place hunters, or ward politicians. That 
simple right—what has it cost in money, in 
1 in effort, in blood, in heartache,

Christianity asks the question of duty. It 
is not a dogma, but a life; not a theory, but 
a way to holiness.” 


RELIGION FOR MIND AND HEART. 


Dr. William White Wilson Says Faith 
Should Be Consistent with Reason 
and Lay Hold on Emotions. 


“Heart Religion ” was the topic of a ser- 
mon preached by the Rev. Dr. William 
White Wilson in St. .Mark’s E 
Church yesterday morning. He said: 

„% The true secret life of a man is de- 


| termined by the state of his heart. The cul- 


tivation of his intellect will develop his 
reasoning powers, and enable him to dis- 
cern between right and wrong, between the 
true and the false, but the desires and emo- 
tions which spring up in his heart and are 
encouraged and developed will determine 
what he is. We often see people act con- 
92 to their professions and in opposition 
td their expressed judgment, wonder at 
the inconsistency. It is beca mind and 
heart are at variance. Their desires con- 
flict with theif reason, and judgment sur- 
renders to emotion. 


|} Peye religion is that which takes hold of 


a man’s heart. It may come to him through 
appeals to his feelings, but it must reach to 
the foundation of his emotions to be real 
and sincere. It should not be contrary to 
reason, for then it would be superstitious. 
It should. not be in opposition to the feel- 
ings common to human nature, for hen it 
would bé intellectual conceit. 
»The appeals of Christianity are ab 
to the emotions, that they may lay hold upon 
the foundations of character. The gospel 
is a message to the Human heart. Its state- 
ments, historical, ethical and spiritual, are 
to be studied and interpreted by enlight- 
ened reason, but the truths they convey 
must be reveived into the heart. When re- 
ligion thus enters the heart it makes all 
labor light and all trials easy. in the cause of 
the master. 
There is much religion of the head that 
is delusive and insincere. Many people 
think because they can argue and reasop 
about what they believe or profess, there- 
fore they have a truereligion. Thereis also 
much religion which consists in a per- 
functory following of commonly received 
moral principles and refined customs. The 
religion of Christ goes deeper than these. 
It calls for love of.God and love of man. 
“The efficacy of forms and ceremonies | 
depends upon the feeling that is put into 
them or expressed through them. They 
may be meaningless to some people while 
full of significance to others. The idea that 
a religious ceremony of itself has any power 
for good is superstitious, but the use of a 
ceremony to express the feelings of the 
heart makes it a means of bringing the soul 
into communion with God. Forms of wor- 
ship are needed to guide spiritual aspira- 
tions, but the heart of man is needed to 
make them beneficial. The church of Christ 
relies upon the heartfelt Support of his 
disciples. It is more important that his 
people should serve him through love than 
that an ecclesiastical system should be 
‘maintained in some compulsory we way. " 


J. H. GEAR’S BODY TAKEN HOME. 


Accompanied by His Wife, Colonel 
Ransdel, and Secretary Wilson, Re- 
mains Leave for Burlington. 


Washington, D. G., July 15.—The body of 
‘Senator Gear of lowa, who died early yester- 
day morhing, left here this afternoon at 8:80 
o'clock, via the Pennsylvania railroad, for 
the Gear home at Burlington, Ia., where fu- 
neral services will be held on Wednesday at 
3 oclock. The casket was inclosed in a 
heavy oaken box with plain silver handles. 

Eight members of the Capitol police force 
in full uniform acted as body bearers, and 
carried the casket from the hearse to the ex- 
press car. There was an absence of flowers 
or display of any kind. The people at the 
station stood in respectful silence as Mrs.

Until they attempted to hold provinces of

The present force is not large enough to 
garrison more than half the important 
towns, and in some of the most important 
islands, among them Cebu, Panay, Samar, 
Leyte, and the great Mohammedan Empire 
of Mindanao, only the commercial ports are 
occupied. 

_ Expect Fighting with Moros. 

he Moros are a cloud on the horison. 
The officers best acquainted with conditions 
in Mindanao and the Sulu Islands consider 
that serious fighting there is inevitable. If 
it comes the two regiments which are scat- 
tered in small garrisons, some of them hun- 
dreds of miles apart along the coast of 
Mindanao, an island nearly as large as 
Luzon, may have serious work. 

The Moros are fighters by nature, do not 
fear death, have many guns, though of an- 
tiquated makes, but do the best execution 
by lying in the thick jungles and cutting 
down soldiers who pass through with their 


knives and spears. 


General Young, who is holding seven of 
the most mountainous provinces of Luson 
with four tegiments, expects severe work 
during the rainy season. For some two 
months after his bewildering invasion of 
the north in December the insurgents were 

yzed. With a few more troops to keep 
eye on the villages and prevent recon- 
entration the paralysis, the General be- 
eves, could have been made permanent. 
ample opportunities to reorganize, 
the insurgents have availed: themselves 
ereof. 
Many ae the United States troops have 
worn themselves and horses down to the 
t of endurance in marching about the 
ountain trails striking the Filipinos where- 
ever they could get track df an organized 
band. Hundreds of the natives have been 
Main, but much of the work has been like 
brushing away mosquitoes. 
General Tinio has a nomadic command, 
whose warriors can hide their guns and be- 
rome amigos if it suits their interests. 
As few of them wear uniforms and the peo- 
dle combine to shield them from detection, 
the Americans are greatly handicapped. 


Natives Led by a Priest. 

The church has become a troublesome 
factor in Young's territory. Aglipay, the 
riest who has proclaimed himself as Arch- 

ishop of the Philippines, is in the field as 
4 General. His forces attacked Captain 
Dodd of the Third Cavalry at Batoc, when 
more than 200 Filipinos were slain. 

Aglipay commanded in person, and there 
an unproven report that he was among the 
led. His followers fought with the reck- 

lessness of Mohammedan fanatics. They 
approached, the Americans in three lines, an 
advance guard of women arranged with the 
expectation that the Americans would not 
fire upon them, after the women a Une of 
bolomen and others armed only with wooden 
swords, ho more dangerous than policemeh’s 
clubs, and behind the bolomen the riflemen. 
The women threw themselves flat upon the 
giound and sought shelter at the first fire, 
so that few of them were injured. The sol- 
diers thought they were men dressed in 
women’s clothes. The bolomen kept com- 
ing on faster than the soldiers could shoot 
them down, until they were so close that 
the United States cavalrymen had not time 
to fire and load, but went through them with 
clubbed carbines. 
General Young has evidence that the 
-priests of the region have been sending 
church contributions to Aglipay. Two promi- 
3 priests are in jail charged with aiding 
e insurrection, and will be tried * a mili- 
commission.
